The occaſions of inward Sickneges, 
and Accidents, which happen 
Upon thoſe occaſions. 


Ickneſles are of diners kindes, 

| and proceede from diuers cau- 

ſes, haue their diuers Signes, and | 
their divers Remedies, as I hauc 
ſhewed in my bookes: Burt tocome 
necreſt tothe marke of curing, let 
me perlwade youto call to account

heſe few obſcruarions: 
- Firſt,to remember that all ſicke- 
nefſes in horſes come cither, by 
cares, in ouer violent excreiſe g 
nd then is the Greaſe melted, the 
cart oner ſtrained,the vitall blood 
ctÞxpclled outward, and the large 
thiPores and Oryfices of the heart, 
co ſtopped, that the {piries cannor 
otFerurne back to their proper places, 
but confound and ma. 
Or elſe by Colds, in indiſfcreet 
keeping either before or after eX- 
s, ferciſe, and then is the Head per- 
plexed, the Eyes pained,the rootes 
of the Tongue ſwelled, the Lungs 
tickled and offended with rheuma- 
ticke moyſture,occafioning cough- 
ing, and the noftrils ſtill pouring 
d Four filthy and corrupt matter.

ſends vp thoſe euill fumes into the 
head, by which is ingendred the 
Staggers, Frenzie, and other mor 
tall diſeaſes, The ſecond putrefies 
the blood, and turnes all nouriſh- 
meat into corruption, from whence 
proceedesthe Ycllowes, and other 
ſuch like peftilent diſeaſes, which 
ſuffocacing the hearr, ſpreads itſclfe 
yniucrſally ouer the whole body 
and confounds cuery faculty and 
member. 

Or laſtly,by Accidents, as when 
2 horſe receiueth ſome gricuous 
and deepe wound, Either in his bo- 
dy,or clſe in ſome cther vitall and 
dangerous part, by which,nature is 
_ ſooffended,that jnſtantly a generall 
ſickeneſſe ſeazeth vpon the horſe, 
and (if not prevented) death ſud- 
denly followeth; and theſe fickneſ- 
ſes, arecalled Ascidentall-Feaners, 
for if you obſerue it, you fhall finde 
the horſe ſometimes trembling,

Ic it proceed from the ſecond 
occaſion, which is Colds : then the 
| fignes are, heauineſſe of counte- 
B4 nance, 
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aancc, and either dull or elſe cloſed 
up eyes,hard boyle or big puſtules, 
betweene the Choppes and the 
rootsofthe tongue,and ſometimes 
an hard ſwelling vp from the chops 
to the roots of the cares: Arotten 
and moyſt cough, the horſe ecuer 
chawing ſome looſe, filthy, flegma- 
tique matter in his mouth after his 
coughing : Which in one reſpect is 
ne cuill figac, becauſc it ſheweth a 
rotren cold that is newly gotten, 
and ſoone to be clenſed : whereas 
to cough cleare and hollow, and 
not to chaw after it, ſhewesa dric 
cold that is of long continuance, 
fore feftred, and hard to be recoue- 
ed: Laſtly,his body will fall away, 
and when hee drinketh, the water 
will iflue forth at his noſtrilles; and 
his eyes will bee euer mattery and 
running, and his haire rough and 
ſtaring. 

If it proceed fromthe third oc- 
cafion, which is Surfcit of _ 
an 


# 
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and Drixkes, cither naturall or yn» 
naturall, then the figncs are theſes = 
Firſt, heauineſſc of head and coun- 
tenance, in ſucha violent manner, - 
that the horſe can hardly lift his 
head from the maunger; a dull and 
dead eye, a ſtaggering and recling 
pace, and (if the diſeaſe bee farre 
growne) a franticke and mad be- 
hauiour, as biting the Racke and 
Mavnger, and at ſuchas ſhall come 
about him, ſometimes biting ar 
himſelfe, and beating his head a- 
gainſt the wals,boards, or ground, 
and other franticke paſſions : Butif 
the diſeaſe beeleſſe contagious in 
the braine, but more inwardly ſet- 
led atthe heart,then the fignes are, 
yellowes in the whites of the cyes, 
and in the infide of both the ypper 
and nether lippes; and (if the di- 
ſcaſe be farre gone)then a yellowes 
ouer all the skin, a continuall faint 
ſweat, and a deſire rather to lye 
downe, then to ſtand, befidesa ge-

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nerall loathing andforſaking of his 
mcat, which is the common fig nc 
of all fickncſſes. 

Laſtly, if it.proceed from the 
forth occaſion, which is Accident, 
then the fignes area perplexed and 
troubled body, ſometimes ſwca- 
ting at the rootes of the eares, in 
the flanke,3nd bchinde the foure- 


ſhoulders againſt the heart, ſome- |

times trembling euer all the body, 
and ſomtimes glowing and bur- 
ning in the vital parts, and on the 
Temples of the head, againſt the 
heart, on the infide of the fore-legs 
next of all ro the body, anb onthe 
inſide of the hinder thighes cloſe 
to rhe body ;z alſo his mouth will be 
hor and dry,and his tongue ſubie&t 
to furring and to a white ſcalded 
completion; laftly agenerall loa- 
thing-of his meate, buta great 
thirſtinefle 8& defire of cold drinke, 
and when he can dripke no more, 
ycta defue {till ro hold his mouth 

in 
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ia the water. | 
Thus you haue the foure occaſi- 
ons of ſicknefles, and rhe fignes by 
which to know thoſe occaſions, 
Now for as much as lickneſles 
come many times ſuddenly and vn; 
looktfor, and that nor any man 
(how skilful ſo ever )dut may ſome- 
times bee ouertaken with the ſud- 


den ſickenefſe of his horſe : And 


though hee can after ypon confide- 
ration, giue an account for ſuch 
ficknefſe when itis apparant, yer 
till nature haue thruſt ir forth, the 
diſeaſe was obfcure ro his know- 
ledge. therefore I will here ſhew 
thoſe generall and moſt yſuall_ 
ſignes which doe attend and waite 
vpoa cuery ficknefſe,by which you 
may bee enabled to know the ap- 
mou or beginning of ſickneſſe 

eforeit take faſt hold on the virall 
parts,and ſo y{c prevention, or if it 
haue taken ſome ſmall hold, then 
how to fortifie nature againft > 
and: 
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and fo to kill the Contagion, ere it 
come to any great height of dan- 


ger; or being at the higicſt,how to 


qualific the extremitie,and co bring 

cuery vitall pare and ſpirit to its 

firſt moderate ſtace and remper. 
Now that you may cffc&this the 


better, it is requiſice that you ac- 


quaint your knowledge well with 
rhe completions, qualities, cu- 
ſtomes, and conditions of horſes ; 
for whenſocuer you ſhall findeany 
alteration in aty of theſe, bee ſure 
there will follow alteration of 
health,as thus. 

Firſt,in the compleRions of hors 
ſes, whiehI draw from theirco- 


lours and countenances : If your | 
horſe be a faire bright daplegray or 
a fleabitren, a white, a white-gray 


er the like; if any of theſe colours, 
being naturally cleare and bright, 
ſhall grow duskiſh or cloudy,or the 
white hayres fhall curne ſandy and 
reddiſh,it is a figne of ſome vnnat , 

| call 
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rall diſtemperature in the horſe, 
and that hee is euill affeted, and 
cither cntreth into a conſumption, 
or into ſoine other inward diſeaſe 
of body. | 

If the horſe bee of a pure blacke 
colour,a bright bay, a browne bay, 
or a red forrell without flexen 
Maine, or flexen Taile, a clecare 
grome or a mouſe-dun, if thſe 

res (hall grow diſcoloured and 
contrary to their proper natures, 
that isto ſay ,ofa weaker and worſe 
coraple&ion ; as if the black turne 
dunniſh or yellow, the bright bay; 
cloudy, pale,& ſandy ; the browae 
bay like the mouſe-dunne; thered- 
ſorrell, corrall or like the yellow- 


I dunne; the chefſenut, hearic and 


grey ; andthe mouſe-dunne, of a 
more blacke and pale blue then is 
naturall, all theſe are ſignesof in- 
ward fickenefſes, And as of theſe 
colours, ſo of any other colour 
wharſocuer, if they ſhall alter _

fickneſſe, which either lingereth

their proper and rrue natures, toa 
worle and more vncomnely com- 
pleftion, thatis to ſay, to a com-
